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The Rojal Military College 

THERE are few national institutions of more value and interest 
to the country than I he Royal Military College at Kingston. 
At the same time its object and the work it is accomplishing 
are not sufficiently understood by the general public. 

The College is a Government Institution designed primarily for 
the purpose of giving the highest technical instructions in all 
branches of military science to cadets and officers of Canadian 
Militia In fact it is intended to take the place in Canada of the 
English Woolwich and Sandhurst and the American West Point. 

The Commandantand military instructors arc all officers on the 
active list of the Imperial army, lent for the purpo.se, and in ad- 
dition there is a complete stall of professors for the civil subjects 
which form such a large proportion of the College course. 

Whilst the College is organized on a strictly military basis the 
cadets receive in addition to their military studies a thoroughly 
practical, scientific and sound training in all subjects that are 
essential to a high and general modern education. 

The course in mathematics is very complete and a thorough 
grounding is given in the subjects of Civil Engineering, Civil and 
Hydrographic Surveying, Pbysics, Chemistry. French and English. 

rhe object of the College course is thus CO give the cadets a 
training which shall thoroughly equip them for either a military 
or a civil career. 

The strict discipline maintained at the College is one of the most 
valuable features of the system. As a result of it young men ac- 
quire habits of obedience and self-control and consequently of 
self-reliance and command, as well as experience in controlling 
and handling their fellows. Tn addition the constant practice of 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures good 
health and good physical condition. 

An experienced medical officer is in attendance at the College 
daily. 

Seven commissions in the Imperial regular army are annuallv 
awarded as prizes to the cadets. 

The length of course is three years, in three terms of 9^ months' 
residence each. 

The total cost of the three years' course, including board, uni- 
forms, instructional material, and all extras, is from S7fiii to $son. 

The annual competitive examination for admission to the 
College will take place at the head quarters of the several military 
districts In which candidates reside, in May <>f each year.

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EDITORIAL. 

The skating rink was formally 
opened last Saturday afternoon, and 
everyone who turned out enjoyed 
very much the excellent ice provided 
by Tom and his henchmen, and the 
artistic music furnished by the 
Italian band. It says a good deal for 
the energy of those whose business 
it is to look after the rink, that they 
have been able to keep it going with 
hardly any interruption in spite of 
the adverse weather conditions, which 



the high snow banks bear witness to. 
McGill men certainly do not have to 
leave their own grounds to find a first- 
rate rink. The hockey rink is as large 
as the Arena, and ue other, not 
much smaller, while the ice is as good 
as one could wish for. Every .,ic- 
Gill man should extend it his patron- 
age; it is worthy of it, the price of a 
ticket is very moderate, and it is our 
duty to see that the ice won't have 
to be mortgaged to pay expenses be- 
fore the winter is over, as, according 
to the McGill Gazette, they were com- 
pelled to do some years ago. 
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McGill's outlook for this hockey 
season is very bright, to judge from 
the results of the opening match and 
the crowd, after seeing our boys go 
tnrough Queen's to the tune of 6-3, 
was, with the exception of perhaps 
Alfie, the Presbyterians' never-failing 
source of support and sympathy, 
unanimously of the opinion that the 
McG.ll septette will take a lot of beat- 
ing in the run lor the championship. 

The game on Friday night was a 
good one, and every man on the team 
acquitted himself nobly, though there 
was a little too much individual play 
to make the forward line effective in 
attacking. The next game will, with- 
out doubt, show an improvement in 
this direction. The attendance on the 
part of McGill men was very satisfac- 
tory, and is good proof that Univer- 
sity spirit is growing healthier every 
day. 



There is a possibility that one cf 
ine long-cherished dreams of those 
connected with McGill will before 
long be realized; in other words, it is 
likely that we will soon have houses 
of residence connected with the Uni- 
versity. The Principal has been try- 
ing to get an idea of the demand 
among the students for such an estab- 
lishment, and to find out whether it 
will warrant the erection of buildings 
suitable for the' purpose, but as yet 
nothing definite has been accom- 
plished. There can, however, be lit- 
tle doubt that an enquiry into the 
matter will bring out the crying need 
of something of this sort at McGill. 
At present we are scattered all over 



the city in boarding-houses, which 
for the most part are neither comfor- 
table nor conveniently situated and 
deprived to a great extent of one of 
the most valuable benefits which a 
man's college life can afford him, 
namely, the broadening influence of 
mixing with men of different types 
from our own. Many of us, especially 
non-fraternity men, must feel the 
want of this feature in our college 
Besides that, it is notorious that 
Montreal's boarding-houses are 
among the worst on earth, and the 
majority of us will not look back 
at our four years' experience of these 
narrow confines without regret at the 
thought of how much pleasanter our 
college course would have been if we 
had only had the advantages of liv- 
ing in a college residence. It is in- 
deed to be hoped that the step now 
contemplated will be put into speedy 
effect, for it will be a boon "which 
every college man will appreciate and 
profit by.

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Queen's Defeated* 

McGill Wins the First Game of the 
Season by a Score of 6 to 3. 

Judging ,by the first game in the C. 
L H. U. played at the Victoria rink 
Friday evening, McGill will cut a 
wide swath in the senior series this 
winter. The strong Queen's team, last 
year's champions, came down with 
every anticipation of victory, but the 
local septette lead all the way, and, 
in a fast, close game won out by 6 to 
3. Save for a few minutes in me 
second half, the result was never in 
doubt. Queen's had a good team, but 
could not cope with the local bunch, 
who played faster hockey all around. 
The result w T as more than grauiying 
to the large crowd of students and 
supporters who packed the big rink 
from end to end. The victory came 
hardly as a surprise, but it certainly 
showed that the confidence placed in 
the McGill team was well warranted. 

Taken as a whole the team is a 
much stronger one than last year. 
Individually they are faster, and the 
work was by no means so ragged as 
in both games seen here last year. 
Captain Gilmour was the star of the 
team and played a splendid game. He 
was all over the ice and was in every 
way the life of the forward line, Mc- 
Callum also put up a hard game, and 
was responsible for three of the 
games scored. Sims checked hard, 
but showed a tendency to wander 
from his position. Raphael is a 
genuine find and will strengthen the 
team greatly. He played a steady, 
hard game, and his shots found the 



net twice. Hiis only fault seems to be 
that he does not keep his position 
properly and wanders over the ice 
too much. Robinson at cover stopped 
several rushes, but his lifting and 
shooting were poor, and he left his 
position altogether too much. Mc- 
Kenna played his usual steady game 
at point, and checked many a danger- 
ous rush of the Queen's forwards. 
Lindsay was back in his old time 
form and stopped about everything 
that came his way. 

Queen's had a good" team, but lack 
of condition was evident. Of the for- 
wards, Walsh and Ricnardson were 
the stars and did all the scoring. 
Sutherland at cover put up a good 
game, but McDonell at point was 
slow and clumsy, and the goalminder 
let a cople of easy ones past. 

As for the quality of hockey; the 
general opinion seemed to be that it 
was away the best ever seen in the 
C. I. H. U. It was rather ragged at 
times, but never slow, and combina- 
tion was more in evidence than usu- 
ally. It was moreover remarkably 
clean and only four men decorated 
the fence in the entire game. Lack of 
condition was plainly visible in 
several men, who were "all in" at the 
finish. On an American team this 
would be an unforgivable offence, and 
should be remedied before the To- 
ronto game. 

Wiilkie Evans, of U. of T. was a 
fairly satisfactory referee, although 
too lenient on the offside rule. He 
was thoroughly impartial and in no 
way deserved the dirt thrown at him 
by certain members of the Queen's 
team after the game. 
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The attendance was more than cre- 
ditable, and compared very favorably 
with former years.

A few minutes of hot play followed 
the face off, but it was McGill all the 
way, and McCallum finally sent Ln 
a scorcher that tallied. McGill, 2; 
Queen's, 0. 

Queen's made desperate efforts to 
score, but were unable to do so. Sims 
began to make a chopping block of 
his man and was sent off, but with 
one man short McGill still had the 
best of it, and on a pass from Gilmour 
Raphael scored. McGill,3; Queen's 0. 
A few minutes later time was called 
without further scoring. 



The Second Half. 

There had evidently been some 
heart to heart talks in the Queen's 
dressing room at half time and they 
began the second half fiercely. Mc- 
Gill seemed rather slow in starting, 
and Richardson scored after five 
minutes play. McGill, 3; Queen's, 1. 

Williams was sent off for two minu- 
tes, but on coming back to the ice 
took the puck down and scored. Mc- 
Gill, 3; Queen's, 2. 

McGill then woke up, and three 
minutes later Raphael got the disc 
past Penock. McGill, 4; Queen's, 2. 

McGill still forced matters and Mc- 
Callum sent a hot one in that fooled 
the Queen's goalminder. A few minu- 
tes later he repeated the trick. Just 
before time was called Richardson 
got in a long run and scored the final 
goal for Queen's, making the score 
McGill 6, Queen's 3, and thus it stood 
at full time. During the last few 
minutes Raphael and Williams were 
given short rests for rather T .oo 
strenuous work. 

The big crowd was delighted with 
victory, and when the gong sounded 
at the end of the game the cheering 
was loud and long. The team cer- 
tainly put up a hard game, and with 
a little more practice should be more 
than able to take care of Toronto next 
Friday.

The Medical Society* 

A feast of science, ethics, music and 
light refreshments brought a very 
large number of the children of 
Aesculapius out to the Medical Society 
on Thursday of last week. Though it 
is not conducive to an encouraging 
attendance to hold students' meetings 
earlier in the week than Friday night, 
the Executive had nothing to fear on 
that score in offering such high fare 
on any night. 

The meeting opened with a paper on 
some anatomical research work by Mr. 
F. W. C. Mohr, '05. The subject, "The 
xVIusculus . Sternalis," an abnormality 
occurring not unfrequently in prodi- 
gious foetuses, manifesting a certain 
malformation of the head, involved 
much expenditure of time and energy 
on the part of Mr. Mohr in exploiting 
it; and it was a well-deserved com- 
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pliment that President Cumming paid 
him when he commended so highly 
the self-sacrifice shown. Such devo- 
tion to the interests of the Medical 
Society, the profession and of old 
McGill should be emulated by all stu- 
dents worthy of the name. 

In his investigations Mr. Mohr per- 
formed dissection study of six abnor- 
mal foetuses, in two of which his toil 
was rewarded by the discovery of the 
strange muscle. The structure is a 
typical muscle of an elongated band- 
like form extending in a vertical 
direction, one on each side of the mid 
line of the sternum. A specimen dis- 
sected out and passed around the 
room during the reading of the paper 
showed it to be attached above to the 
inner end of the clavicle, upper end 
of the sternum and adjacent struc- 
tures and below to the lower costal 
cartilages and aporeurosis of the ex- 
ternal ablique muscle of the abdomen. 
After describing its attachments and 
relations, Mr. Mohr entered pretty 
fully into the interesting controver- 
sies that had been conducted by such 
eminent anatomists as Dr. Isler, Dr. 
Cunningham, Dr. Shepherd (of Mc- 
Gill) and Dr. Huntingdon, about its 
nerve supply and origin. He stated 
that even yet each of the men men- 
tioned clings to his own theory of 
the origin, but that those who hold 
with Dr. Shepherd that it belongs to 
the pectoral group of muscles accord- 
ing to its innervation, have all the 
support of investigation.

The next was the ethical treat, and 
this time we had "one" on Prof. C. 
Martin, who has charge of the depart- 
ment of medicine on the college staff. 
The theme Prof. Martin chose to ad- 
dress us on was, "The Opportunities 
of the Recent Graduate in Medicine. " 
By a race combination of erudition, 
humor and satire, the speaker mad} 
his subject very entertaining. But 
this was by no means its strongest 
claim to merit. It sparkled with 
noble ideals and the sagest precepts— 
the only keys to solve the riddle of 
the success of great men in all walks 
of life, though more particularly in 
medicine. On the practical side, Pro. 
Martin spoke of the opportunities 
that swung open doors to positions in 
chairs of McGill's staff. There are 
large chairs soon to require filling, 
some of w r hich he feared could com- 
fortably be occupied by two of the 
present order of graduates. Then 
there are hospital appointments with 
all that may be made of them. Just 
here he sought to emphasize the 
spirit that should inspire the for- 
tunate incumbent of one of these posi- 
tions, carefully reminding us that the 
living of life is of more importance 
than the making of a living. Travel 
abroad was strongly advised —under 
certain conditions however. These 
were a definiteness of purpose in 
undertaking such work, determination 
to pursue it in continuance after re- 
turn, and the adoption of a smaller 
university town in preference to the 
congested larger metropolises. 

Of the ideal which he deemed more 
important than the real, Prof, Martin 
gave us an edifying view. Much of 
darkness and falsehood in this old 
world is the true physician's to 
dispel. Problems of intellectual 
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honesty; of homoeopathy, osteopathy 
and other mental diseases; of the 
golden rule as operative between phy- 
sician and patient; and of all that 
makes for humanity's well-being, are 
his to reckon with and, clothed in the 
garb of humility, to seek to solve. 
The lesson of the ancient legend we 
could not do better than learn — the 
road to the temple of success lies over 
hilltops of perseverance, industry and 
thoroughness, but also through the 
valley of humility.

To Messrs. W. J. Scott, A. dimming 
and T. M. Fyshe. 

Under section X of rules governing 
the use cf "BI" badge which reads as 
follows: "Men may obtain the 
badge, for performances of merit 
which are no-t covered by the regula- 
tions, by applying to the Grounds' 
and Athletics Committee.

Also on account 
of the prominent position which he 
had won in athletics in previous 
years, especially in connection with 
the Association Football Club. It 
was therefore thought he deserved a 
more fitting recognition of his ser- 



vices, so he has been granted the 
large M. Mr. Fyshe is now managing 
the hockey team with the same suc- 
cess. 

Mr. W. J. Scott won the small M by 
making a place on the track team this 
year, but failed by one po>int to win 
the M in the Intercollegiate meet at 
Toronto this year. He also finished 
second in the Cross Country Run tills 
year, again just failing to get his 
M. Mr. Scott has always done his 
best for athletics at McG-ill, and has 
been a bard worker on the many com- 
mittees on wiiich he has served dur- 
ing his course; this seeming deserving 
of something better than the small 
M, he was granted the large M this 
year. 

Mr. dimming also won the small 
M by making his place on the track 
team this year, and like Mr. Scott 
failed by one point to gain him cxie 
large M in the Intercollegiate sports 
Although he vaulted 9 ft. 6 in., equal- 
ing the Intercollegiate record for the 
pole vault, this record was five minu- 
tes later raised to 9 ft. 9 in. by 
Donohue of McGill and Archibald of 
Toronto, who tied for first place at 
that height; Mr. dimming getting 
third place. For this really first- 
class performance in his event Mr. 
dimming has been granted the large 
M by the Grounds' and Athletics 
Committee.
